One correspondent wrote to this paper 
yesterday that surely it is better a 
man should curse — if that relieves his 
feelings — than throw stones. 

The law that forbids slander of the 
State dates back to the Mandate, and 
in order to constitute the offence the 
words used do not have to be slanderous 
ip the sense of imputing untraths, or 
constitute an actual threat of violence. 

Without a doubt the State needs the 
fullest protection from its enemies, and 
within the past year or so we have 
seen with gratitude mixed with amaze- 
ment how efficient is the protection it 
has received from the armed forces, the 
police. and the security organizations; 
to say nothing of the Foreign Ministry 
which must defend our interests abroad 
and at home in wearying negotiations. 

Today, despite the bitterness of last 
year's fighting and the bitterness of the 
20 years of isolation that preceded it, 
we have succeeded in building an en- 
tirely new de facto co-existence not only 
with the West Bank but with Jordan 
and to some extent the Arab countries

PARIS (UPI). — The powerful new Gauil- 
ist Parliamentary majority yesterday told 
thelr Jong-standing political ally, M. Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing, it can do without him.

Some political observers said the re- 
jection of M, Giscard d’Estaing for a new 
term in the influential post would isolate 
him from inside decisions on economic re- 
covery from the effects of the May-June 
domestic turmoil, and reduce his hopes 
of competing for the presidency, should 
Gen. de Gaulle retire before his term ends 
in 1972. 

The Independent Republicans, whose 
votes are no longe: necessary to the Gaull- 
ist Government, reacted angrily by with- 
drawing their candidates from all other 
posts on Assembly committees. And one 
Orthodox Gaullist resigned from the party 
in protest and will henceforth sit as an 
independent. 


Gold price drops to $38.50 


LONDON (UP1).—The price of gold slump- 
ed again yesterday in Europe, depressed hy 
the new statement from U.S. Secretary of 
the Treasury Henry Fowler and mounting 
uncertainty about South Africa’s future 
sales policy.

Powers pledge new arms curbs 


GENEVA (UPD), — The 17-nation Disarmament Conference resumed yesterday, 
with the U.S, and the Soviet Union pledging to work for new measures to curb 


nuclear weapons. 


President Johnson, in a personal mes- 
sage to the conference, warmly welcomed 
Moscow's acceptance of the U.S. proposal 
to negotiate a limitation on and eventual 
reduction of missiles. He also mentioned 
the possibility of reaching agreement on 
the peaceful use of the floors of the 
worlds’ oceans, banning the imstallation of 
seahed nuclear weapons, The message 
was read to the conference by chief U.S. 
Disarmament Negotiator William C. 
Foster. 


The Soviet negotiator, Alexai A. Rosch- 
chin, in is opening statement, ran 


through the nine points contained in the 
July 1 disarmament memorandum issued 
by Premier Alexei Kosygin. These nine 


points included limitation and reduction 
of missiles and the nuclear-free seabed 
idea. ᾿ ᾽ 

There was no indication that the mis- 
sile talks would be held at or on the 
sidelines of the disarmament conference. 
They are in fact expected to take place 
in Washington and Moscow on a direct 
bilateral basis. On the other hand, the 
seahed proposal is considered a likely 
subject for negotiation and eventual 
agreement in Geneva. 

The disarmament negotiations reopened 
with a message from Secretary-Gezeral 
U Thant in which he praised the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty and said it has 
paved the way for new and even more 
far-reaching disarmament agreements.

the River Seine the: fireworks have 
fizzled into silence. The. sreat-coraer or- 
chestras have packed away. thelr instru- 
ments,.Th¢ tricolours: have been hauled 
down from their masts along the Charaps 
Elysées.

As President de Gaulle took the troops’ 
salute ‘with his new. premier, Maurice 
Couve de Murville, hid thoughts certain- 
ly turned less to the French Revolution 
of 1785 .than to its abortive suveessor 
in 1988. For 61-year old Couve, France's 
social and economic crisis is the stern- 
est challenge of a career devoted to’ the 
service of the state. Before the autumn 
he must draft the framework of the 
widely-ranging reforms with which de 
Gaulle has promised Frenchmen of every 
condition a bigger réle in running thelr 
country. Ruefully reflecting on the ingra-

ing months ahead his own chances of 
succeeding to the Blysée Palace will re- 
main intact,

It wag in Egypt that he decided France's 
interests lay not only in giving inde- 
pendence ta the North African colonies 
but in appeasing their Middle East nelgh- 
hours, As de Gaulle’s Forelgn Minister for 
the past. 10 years, he first persuaded 
the General to subscribe to these views and 
then to let him implement them. 

Couve's skill in predicting Arab reac- 
tions was exemplified when the U.S. re- 
fused Nasser their aid Lo build whe As- 
wan Dam. Asked for his opiniun, the 
French Ambassador told Foster Dulles:

Three months later 
Couve was summoned from ue golf 
course and upbraided by the Secretary of 
State for failing to pass on his private 
information about the Egyptians’ inten- 
tions, “Bat I knew nothing,” he replied,

Middle East crisis, Couve was convinced 
that the Egyptians and their allies could 
not win a war against Israel, Since the 
Si: Day War πο πᾶς répeatedly urged 
de Gaulle to maintain the Mirage embargo.

Gaullists and other conservatives are 
reassured by Couve's appointment at the 
head of a@ cabinet which includes only 
five new faces — all junior secretaries 
of state —- and excludes any politician 
who could be even faintly suspected of re- 
forming ardour. But Frenchmen wko be- 
lieve that the May Revoyrtion marked a 
watershed are worried, If de Gaulle were 
sincerely determined to uprdot France's 
Napoleonic structures he’ would have 
chosen a more dynamic, younger. and 
less traditional right-hand man.

monerchic rule and delegate part of his 
authority. At the first “meeting of the 
new cabinet, de Gaulle emphasized the 
need to enforce Jaw and order after the 
unrest of the past months. Couve is prob- 
ably the man to do this. But he lacks 
the human warmth which is needed to 
convince the discontented students and 
teachers and the workers in the snadow 
of unemployment that they will really 
share in creating the France of tomorrow. 


The Jews of Thessalonika 
struggle to survive

July, 31952. Thessalonika, in north- 
ern Greece, becomes the scene of yet on- 
other act in Hitler's “fina? solution of the 
Jewish problem.” In Elefiherias Square, 
immediately oppusite the waterfront, the 
entire male Jewish population is forced 
to assemble and is subjected to humiliating 
ignominies. Those who attended the Hich- 
mann triol in Jeruaalem will never for- 
get the tragic testimony of one of the 

survivors of this horror. 


July, 1968. The- location is prac- 
tically identical with that of 26 years 


ago. It is a mere 50 metres from the 


southeast corner. of Eleftheriags Square. 
An exhibition of Israel posters, photo- 
graphs and models, the. latter made by 
Israel secondary: schoo]: pupils, hag been 
on display for about two weeks in a hand- 
some new building. Hitler's “final solu- 
tlon” had not succeeded in Theasalonika 
— this exhibition was organized by Thes- 
salonika Jewry under the leadership of 
Ino Tiano, who managed to survive the 
1942. holocaust, He is now the ΕἸ Al 
manager in this, the second largest city 
in Greece. 


From 60,000 to 2,000 


Hitler and hig mintons almost succeeded 
in destroying Thessalonika Jewry. Before 
the war there were 60,000 Jews in the 
city; there are now fewer than 2,000. 
This remnant is composed of those who 
survived the death camps and those who 
were hidden by the friendly Greek Ῥο- 
pulace. 

Today, Thessalonika Jewry! is but a 
shadow of its former greatness. The 
city’s non-Jewish inhabitants are sympa- 
thetic; they know that the prosperity 
of their city has, for the past 500 years, 
been intimately related to the fortunes 
of its Jewish community. Thus, in the 
14th and 15th centuries, when the Christ- 
fan population of the city wag enormous- 
ly reduced by religious struggle, by re- 
volution, by anarchy and by Turkish oc- 
cupation, it was the Jews who revived 
the city’s flagging fortunes. Towards the 
end of the 15th century, 20,000 Jews 
driven out of Spain by the March, 1492, 
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Edict of Alhambra arrived in Thessaloni- 
Κα. By the middle of the 16th century, 
this Jewish community constituted the 
greater part of the population and formed 
8 small autonomous state, ensuring the 
economic prosperity of the city. Thessa- 
lonika recovered. 

The dependence of the city on its Jew- 
ish population was further evident in 
1655,. when an ecoromic slump resulted 
from quarrels which broke out when 
Shabetai Zvi claimed to be the Messiah. 

Today, in this typical Levantine city, 
reminiscent of Alexandria and Beirut, the 
majority of the Jewish population are 
engaged in commerce. There is only one 
Jewish doctor and two iswyers. It is 
indeed a far cry from the 16th century, 
when such figures as Benjamin Halevy 


Hskenazi and Moses Almonino achieved: 


widespread fame as scholars. Of the scores 
of synagogies. which existed before the 
war, only two remain. The rest were 
dynamitéd by the Germans. One of these 
was spared because it wag used as a 
Red Cross depot. 

But few of the population attend sy- 
nagogue and although, after the war, 
there was stlll a shohet in Thessalonika, 
he wag forced to leave as there was no 
demand for kasher food. There is still 
ἃ mohet and there ig still a Jewish 
kindergarten, but there are no Jewish 
achools and the opportunity to learn He- 
brew is limited, 

The whole picture [5 typlfied ng 
Miss Grateiella Bourla, whose Tiother sae 
vived Auschwitz and returned to Thes- 
esalonika. She knows she ig Jewish and 
ig proud to be Jewish, but she stressed 
that she is a Greek Jewess. She was 
gad that there was no kashrut and ‘that 
the synagogues were barely functional. 
If Jewry is to survive in Thessalonika, 
then it will not be through nostalgia. 
but only through the efforts of the 
young, who are certainly making them- 
selves heard in other. spheres. 


CZECH-RUMANIAN PACT 


PRAGUE (AFP). — Czech Foreign Mini- 
ster Jiri Hajek told the Parliamentary 
Foreign Affairs Committee that he hoped 
for the “earliest possible” signing of a 
friendship and mutual assistance pact be- 
tween Czechoslovakia and Rumania. The 
draft of the treaty has been submitted to 
Parliament. 

Mr. Hajek noted the plan for signing 
similar pacts with Hungary and Bulgaria, 
drafts of which will shortly be submitted 
to Parliament. He described Hungary's 
stand — but especially that of Rumania 
-τ- on the recent developments inside 
Czechoslovakia, as “a basis for stabflity, 


calm and good will, which, if necessary, 
" will make it possible to reconcile differ-" 


ences of outlook in the Communist camp.”

not expensive. It included transport, 
guiding services, Alhanian entry visa, 
lunch at Shkodra and admission to a mu- 
seun. You pay in some convertible foreign 
currency; almost anything except hated 
revisionist Yugoslav dinars will do. You 
have to hand your passport over to the 
organizers several days before you set 


_ off to be scrutinised hy the Albanians, 


which is unnerving, and if your profession 
is entered as journalist you will almost 
certainly not be allowed to go. 

The excursions are organized by three 
Jocal travel agencies, Montenegroturist 
«through whom I booked), Atlas and Put- 
nik, and you can start frum Budva, Mi- 
Tocer, Sveti Stefan, Petrovac or Sutomore. 
adjacent coastal resorts. Tours starting 
from Dubrovnik cost a little more. 

7.30 a.m. Board microbus at Budva, 
driven by powerful, moustached Montene- 


. grin. Apart from myself, the only non- 


German passengers are an elderly Swiss 
couple. The driver whirls us competently 
along the staggeringly besutiful Adriatic 
Highway down to Petrovac, a pleasant 
little resort among pines and olive groves. 
Transter to comfortable Mercedes coach, 
equipped with charming Yugoslav guide 
and microphone. Coach fills up with Ger- 
mans. 

We roar up into the wild Kremenica 
Mountains. The personable guide gives us 
the spiel in colloquia; German — I can 
hardly expect it jn English too, being a 
quorum of one. She makes everybody 
laugh. (Resting actress?) The road deé- 
scends with views over the huge luke of 
Skadar, part of which is in Albania, to 
Virpazar, a small village among trees at 
the water's edge. The road’ crosses the 
In the swamps on 
either side, horses and cattle stand in the 
water watched over by women swathed in 
black, and there are boats Jike gondolas. 
It is a strange, beautiful place. 

At Titograd, half an hour to see the 
town — more than enough. It is a school 
holiday and the children are drawing 
flowers with coloured chalk on the main 
street. Motorists are brutally impatient 


-of this charming scene and soon a police- 


man tries_ineffectually, to shoo the chil- 
dren away. 

From Titograd the road runs southwards 
along the foot of the mountains through 
red earth and limestone country, and be- 
comes a dirt track. Many old men on 
horseback wearing white shirts and red 
scarves wrapped around thelr heads — 
they look Jike kings. Women trot past on 
donkeys. All are enveloped in our dust. 
Beyond the lake to the west are the ragged 
peaks of the Krajina Rumija mountains. 

The road approaches the shore. The 
water is greenish-blue, choked with aquatic 
lotus and water chestiut, Willows grow 
in_ it. There are egrets and white heron 
among the reeds. Sardines enter the lake 
by an underground river from the Adriatic 
to spawn here. There are scarlet flowers 
of pomegranates along the roadside. The 
atmosphere is incandescent with heat. It 
is an eerie landscape. 


Across the border 


410.45 a.m. The Yugosiav customs house 
stands above a long, narrow inlet of the 
lake, the Humsko Blato, which forms the 
frontier. Here the passengers hand in their 
Magazines and newspapers — all except 
me, who has not understood the order — 
some delay until I surrender “Titus Groan” 
in Penguin. The Albanians do not dig for- 
eign literature. ‘ 

Trundle through weird no-man's-Jand 
along the lake shore to the Albanian cus- 
toms. Buoys in the inlet mark the fron- 
tier. We pass a sign with a very imperial- 
looking double-headed eagle, a red star 
and the words Republika Popullore E 
Shgiperise on it and a red flag with the 
same eagle motif. I hope I got thie Alban- 
ian right, because 2 sentry..made threaten- 
ing gestures when I wrote it down. 

The customs house is in 2 pleasant, 
shady spot. Photography is forbldden, but 
the Germans 50 on stolidly clicking away. 
On the other side of the road is u waiting 
room filled with improving books, all curl- 
ing up in the heat. We are invited to help 
ourselves, Acquire “La Clique des Revi- 
slonistes de Belgrade Traitre au Marxisme- 
Leninisme et Agent de l'imperialisme” and 
“La Verdad Sobre Las Relaciones Entre 
La Union Sovietica Y¥ Albania,” which 
should see me through until 1 get “Titus 
Groan”, back. Our passports come back 
with a disappointingly modest stamp in 
them. 

‘The coach passes through a wired gate 
which is unlocked by a sentry. To the left 


“is an electric fence 7-8 ft. high. Anyone 


who wants to leave the country at this 
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point needs two 9-ft. ladders, The road is 
tarred to the head of the inlet, where there 
is a small hamlet, but then it xlves up 
and becomes appalling, winding througi 
wild, serrated iimestone country with an 
vecasional battered sign announcing the 
imminent demise of Imperiulism and Revi- 
stonisml. 

Our girl interpreter hax handed over the 
Microphone te a gloomy ale Albanian, 
who lectures us about Albania in German 
the entire 35 kUomelres to Shkodra. Un- 
der this barrage even the Germans become 
restless. 

The road straightens and runs through 
ἃ gravely plain which slopes to the new dis- 
tant lake. Peasants are uslug sickles in the 
fields of ripe corn; the children wear 
shapeless shifts. To the east are huge 
mountains with lonely houses below them, 
as inaccessible to Western travellers us 
Tibet ever was. We wave to cverybady, 
but only people far away in the fields wave 
back. We cross ἃ serles of concrete 
bridges over dry river beds. all of which 
subsided long aga in some vataclysm and 
are now bolstered up with wand. 


Horse-drawn lorries 


After 17 exeerable kilometres we reach 
the town of Kopliku, where the inhabitants 
squat against the walls in a dejected main 
street. There are women with fine faces 
and splendid costumes from the mountains 
The road is asphalt now. We pass carts 
built like lorries with closed cabs but 
drawn by horses, trucks filled with pea- 


sants, usually with 2 soldter or policeman . 


accompanying them, collective farnis and 
long, thatched, single-storey barns. Ahead 
where the lake ends a reck looms up out 
of the plain above Shkedru with a Vene- 
ttan castle on it. 

12.30 pm. The coach nalts in a fly-blowa 
suburb of the town. We ure going to visit 
a whre factory, whether we want to or not. 
There fs ἃ notice-board with the latest 
from Chairman Mao and photographs of 
Chinese hard at work. It is the lunch hour 
and we all wish it was ours, too, Grubby 
but saucy-looking girls, with their heads 
done up in cloths, lock down from the 
upper windows of the plunt. The muchinery 
is Chinese, the instructions for fits use ary 
in Chinese, all the clacks are Chinese. 
Only the time is European, 

Several German ladies surreptitiously 
collect scrap lengths of copper wire and 
twist them into bracelets. The girl workers 
discuss the trousers and the one mini in 
our party with envy. Inside, on the wall, 
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there is a large pop art portrait of Enver 
Hoxha, eShortationg, and extracts from the 
works of a writer vulled "Marks. 

We enter Shkodra. The central part is 
nies, shudy under the linden trees, which 
have a deliclous seent. There iy an avun- 
cUlar-looking bust of Stalin in the publi 
gardens. The tourist shop and money 
change is presided over by poker-fuecdl 
gills. Among other artlfuety it sells hand- 
woven wool mats, cigarette tobacco, “Cug- 
nac Xtra.” whieh is cheup and Much es 
termed in Montenegro, gucd colour post- 
cards, niece felt slinperg agd round, muds 
colourgad felt hats, The exchange νὰ δὺς 
si¢sed by the Germans, who brandish wads 
af notes. Having no re pounds F change 
a £5 traveller's cheque und am solemaly 
given five brand-new English peunds, 
which seems to prove that the Albanians 
are nec all that interested In (Δ ἸῺ curs 
τόπον.

After lunch, to the ivuseun with the

We get back in the bus und drive along 
a depressing road filled with blocks of un- 
jinizhed apartmynts houses that look as if 
they have been a-building for many years. 
Then down a lane of preat squalor ta ἃ 
place from which we are encouraged ta 
photogruph the Venetian fortress; ἃ build- 
ing blocks the view of it. The tour of the 
town is ended.

— they swarm in lhe lake beneath the 
walls in all the vastlest places. At 8 o’clock 
back in Budya, Everyone thought the trip 
a great success. All were impressed that 
in Albania we had not geen a single mator- 
car. 
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The man who made the port 


ja HAIFA, 
WHEN I received Haifa Port from 

the British manager, the late Frank 
"Ὁ, Rogers, upon the conclusion of the 
British Mandate, on May 14, 1948, we 
took over a primitive, Levantine harbour. 
Its grading was 5, the lowest. Now 
we're about to be taised to Grade 1. 
the highest.” The speaker was Amos 
Landman, who hay just retired after 20 
Years as port manager. 

A big, bald man, the 64-year-old Mr. 
Landman looked back over his 20-year 
tenure with obvious satisfaction. During 
that time, the hgrbour's annual turnover 
rose from some 900,000 tons to 3.25m. 
tons Jast year. Millions of dollars worth 
of new and modern equipment has been 
Installed, quays and facillties extended 
with iavestments of More millions, and 
the port has earoed outstanding inter- 
national reputation. 

Mr, Landman's part in the accomplsh- 
ments of the Halfa port is accepted by 
him in the same way as he shoulders 
the blame some tend ta pin on him for 
the unsavoury or “waterfront” side of the 
harbour, 

Mr. Landman recally that he never 
wanted the job of port manager — that 
he had practically to be ordered into it 
by David Ben-Gurion and Mayor Abba 
Khuushy. “I was secretary of Solel Boneh 
and happy in my job when the new task 
was proposed to me. When I rejected the 
offer, they informed me that it was an 
order, a military niovement order of the 
Independence War. The appointment was 
for ‘half a year,’ but in time I fell in love 
with it.” 

What does he consider his main achieve 
ments during his 20 years of service? 
"Well, it seems so obvious now, Lut in 
148, the cargo handling was carried out 
by three separate companies, Ughterage, 
stevedoring and porterage, all indeed own- 
ed by the same partners, Solel Boneh 
und the Rokach group In different pro- 
portions for each firm: but each with 
its own administration and bookkeeping. 
Ie anything went wrong with the cargo, 
it was always the other company’s fault. 
The first thing I did was to see to it 
that they unite and that there would be 
one address for complaints. By 1950 the 
thres firms were united in the U.P.S.” 

Then cane his first visit abroad, “to 
see whut a port actualiy looks Uke" and 
on his return he started introducing 
changes that today seem obvious, but 
werent at the Line. “The workers were 
sttil using hooks ty handle sacks, doing 
Sreat damage to their contents and caus- 
jog losyes by spilling. In Rotterdun I 
watched stevedores using a kind of tat 
hook that leaves the sacKs unscathed, 
aod on my return, with the cooperation 
of the Labour Council, I managed to 
have the use of hooks forbidden. 


UPS too conservative 


Does he feel that his having came to 
the port from Solet Boneh did not open 
the way for Instnuations of bias vis a 
vis the Solel Boneh owned United Ports 
Services, the port's sole contractor? “I 
believe that most people concerned never 
thought so, From the start I told the 
ΤΡ, "You do your work properly and 
I shall see to it that you get your due 
for jit, but you must do the work.’ This 
attitude cave me considerable influence 
with the U.P.S. management because they 
recognized that L was able to help or 
harm, according to their owa work." 
However, he feels U.P.S. wag always 
“a bit stingy" about imvestments, and not 
cuger ta iry out new methods. He re- 
calls that it Was he who made the first 
purchase of $5 million Worth of fork 
Mfts, tractors and other modern tools 
from the U.S, In 1950, with funds lent 
te the government by the U.S. U.P.S, 
rented the equipment for years, until it

He agrees the U.P.S. workers always 
enjoyed top salaries, "But these were often 
the price of politics,” pald before the 
elections ag the labour parties vied with 
vach other for the men'y support with 
Promises that had to be cashed, “Party 
conipetition was certainly a had influence, 
and don't forget the country was not as 
economy-minded as it Is now. And, 
everywhere in the world, stevedorea with 
their key position astride a bottleneck 
cummand their own price much more than 
almost any other group of workers. But 
there's one thing we must remember, 
very raise the U.P.S. sranted ta its men 


as always approved by the Authoritiv. 

Mr. Landman was born in Belrut in 
194. His father was from Safad, his 
inather boro in Russia, He graduated froin 
the American University of Beirut with 
a Mathematics degree. and for 12 years 
Was it mathematics lecturer and secretary 
of the University. He came to Palestine 
jn 1937 and wag appointed general secre- 
tary of Solel Boneh, a post he held until 
he toox aver the port. He was prob- 
ably the country’s “longest jasting™ civil 
ant of his rank, despite the fact 
t the port was under the jurisdiction 
of the Ministry of Transport, and the 
changes of ministers were more frequent

than inany other ministry in Israel. “That 
didn't make Jt any easier for me, Every 
time I had to start afresh, explaining 
the situation to the new minister.” 

To what does he ascribe his endurance? 


“Well, I believe 1 néver made any enemies, 


altough I lacked no opponents. But they 
neevr had anything against Amos Land- 
man, the man, only what he stood for, 
and if you'll just consider the differeat 
parties the series of ministers repre- 
sented, you'll see what I mean." 

Mr. Landman says he considers himself 
“q thorough man, not a superficial one, 
and that is appreciated. This probably 
comes from my training in mathematics, 
the subject I choose for myself. I con- 
sider a problem from every possible angie, 
and I take advice before reaching a deci- 
ston But, perhaps most important, I don’t 


only put my head into the work, I put 
my heart into it as well. I never wanted 
the job, but once I took it, it faseinated 
me. Here I was, completely. innocent of 
port operations. It was as though I 
couldn't add one and one, and now I 
feel myself equal to the most com- 
plicated equations. There ig much satis- 
faction te be gleaned from such a chal- 
lenge, and I had that satisfaction,” he 
said. 

Now he ig making room for a younger 
man, retired Aluf-Mishne (Navy) Yitzhak 
Rahav, who ls today almost the same 
age Mr. Landman was in 1948. “I feel 
confident that I am handing over a port 
that has made reasonable progress, and 
met the challenges of -being, until very 
recently, the only. deep-sea harbour of a 
rapidly-developing country, Now there are 
new challenges to be met, the big effort 
to reduce the proportion of 95 per cent 
of manual work still involved in cargo 
handling. There are the containers and 
the pallets and the roll-on, roll-off me- 
thed of loading and discharging. I wish 
my successor all the best in “meeting 
these challenges of the seventies, and I 
feel that hard as they may be, we had 
the tougher job of turning an archaic 
little harbour into a bustling modern port.”

Ν. November 1959, four members :of 
the Clutter family living in Holcomb, 
Kansas, were murdered, It was one of 
those slayings which grip the world's 
attention because of thelr senselessness, 
the wonder at what kind of human be- 
ing could have committed such a crime 
and the pity aroused for the decent lives 


* lost. Nearly six years later, Perry #dward 


Smith, 36, and Richard Eugene Hickock, 
23, were hanged for the crime. 

A couple of years ago Truman Ca- 
pote’s account of the tragedy was pub- 
lished under the name of In Cold Blood 
the film’ of which is now showing at 
the Studio Mograbi (Tel Aviv). Capote 
did research on the story for several years 
talking with everyone connected with the 
Clutter famity, and spent long hours in 
talks with the. killers, Scriptwriter-direc- 
tor Richard Brooks not only follows the

A‘ United Jewlsh Appeal-sponsoreq 
Study Mission of twenty-eight Ameriegn 
university students are spending thitty-siy 
days in Israel, Before arriving here, they 
devoted two weeks in Europe to study at 
first hand the history and’ the current 
operations of immigration to Israel. 


Representing universities in.all parts of 
the United States, many of the students 
have helped lead UJA campaigns on their 
campus. A number of the students repre. 
sent families which have been active in 
Jewish community affairs and have takeq 
the leadership in the United Jewis, 
Appeal. Deeply impressed by what they 
have seen and experienced on this Study 
Mission, the student group gives every 
indication of providing excellent human 
material for future Jewish leadership in 
their communities, 


Max M. Fisher, USA President. saiq 
recently, at the World Zionist Congreas in 
Jerusalem, “Everywhere, young peopte 
appear to be in revolt, declaring that they 
will find their way to their new goals tn 
thelr own fashion. Our American Jewish 
youth is as fine a youth as we have seen; 
alert, educated, skilled, idealistic...But it 
has many options where to apply its abi- 
litles, and or its ideals: business, potitics, 
the struggle for clvil rights, the peace 
corps, and other areas. Ask a young 
American Jew to take up the cause of 
Jewish survival, and you may be ashing 
him to undertake something he rezards 
as very unimportant.

The first place they visited on their 
arrival in Israel was the Aliyah Bet heat 
in Haifa, with explanations by Joseph 
Hamburger and other immigration rescue 
heroes. 


The student group schedule takes them 
to all parts of Israel and occupied terri- 
tories, staying part of the time. in kib- 
butzim, meeting with Israeli students and 
other young people, leisurely touring the 
country, taking in out-of-the-way places, 
and seeking understanding of the achieve- 
ments, the problems and the character of 
Israel, 


As they near the midway point of their 
Israeli tour, the students have met with 
youngsters and the men 4nd women who 
defend the border settlements, and they 
express great admiration and respect for 
the spirit of self sacrifice and determina- 
tion to maintain Israel's freedom. They 
have become keenly aware of the impor-

Dentist makes friends 
with the handicapped

TEL AVIV.— 
FPHERE is another, and very special, side 
to dental care for school children; 
and one glowing example of the program- 
me makes quite another point: 

“We've developed a rather special ap- 
proach here. If a child hes not behaved 

+ properly at school, then he's not allowed 

to be treated by the dentist. The child 
who's been the best behaved of all—he 
gets to be the first one treated by the 
doctor when he comes." 

The children in question all have cere- 
bral palsy; a gre&t many of them are in 
addition blind, or deaf, or epileptic, or 
suffer from encephalitis, or a combination 
of these and several other handicaps. They 
are students at the On School for Cerebral 
Palsy at Shikun Dan.in Tel Aviv, and 
their dental care programme was 
described to me by Ruth Cassel, the 
Sehool director. The school, supported by 
lan, began in 1962 with 5 pupils; today 
it bas 44, aged from 7 to 16.. While the 
regular schools liave already begun their 
holidzy, the On School year extends 
through July. : 

“Four years ago, when the doctor first 
arrived to look at the children’s teeth, he 
told me he'd been sent by the Municipality 
— and I'm afraid I didn't receive him very 
nicely. Because I know that handling se- 
verely handicapped children is considered 
ἃ speciality, and I didn't think someone 
who 15 not specifically trained in this field, 
who simply works within the regular 
school dental programme, could work 
with our children, : 

“That first day, I remember, the doctor 
asked the children to help him move the 
equipment from the car — and as you can 
ste, these children don't have great mus- 
cular control. He sat on the floor with 
them all day and they played with the 
little instruments — the kids putting 
those lttle mirrors in each others’ mouths, 
and so on. The doctor started talking 
about brushing teeth, and why it’s impor- 
tant, and how to do it. Then he asked, 
‘Does anybody have a toothache? Does 
anybody want me to look at his teeth?" 
And every single child put up his hand. 

“Now they actually, literally, love him, 
Last year, during the War, he was away 
in the army. The children were very wor- 
Tied about him. One day I heard great 
excitement outside, laughs and shouts. 
‘The doctor had come back from the army.” 


LEDS TALK 

‘The Doctor is a tall, plnk-cheeked, 
grey-haired man of such personal modes- 
ty and reticence that when I took out my 
notebook he said “No, that makes me very 
uncomfortable; now Id rather not talk.” 
I promised not to use his real name. Let 
us call him Jonathan; in any event the 
children ali call him by his first name. 

Dr. Jonathan works mornings, on behalf 
of the Tel Aviv Municipality, in the regwar 
schoots in the Yad Eliahu area, treating 
patients from kindergarten up to Yud Aleph. 
Afternoons, he has his regular private prac- 
tice. Each school is visited once a year. 
At the On School, for instance, he comes 
three mornings 2 week and his equipment 


will stay for a few weeks. When serious 
treatment is required, the children are 
Sent to a central dental office; but such 
Work as fillings are done at the school.

‘Td say it's perhaps easier to work with © 
kindergarten children than with those in 
the higher grades," Dr. Jonatban told me, 
“because the younger ones are more re- 
Taxed and less nervous.

As 
for dental problems, those of the children 
here are just what they are with normal 
ehiidren.” It is perhaps a bit easier to 
work with blind children, he indicated, 
Since they cannot see all ‘that terrifying, 
unfamiliar equipment.

Jonathan: “Now, open your mouth; I 
know it burts over on that aide but I 
won't touch it over there... Jtist here... 
1 just want to see... Now, was that so 
terrible?” He turned on the drill and let 
it buzz against his finger: “Look, it's not 
doing anything to my finger; now, we'll 
try it on your finger.” ἡ 

Yossi, encouragingly, from the sidelines: 
“Don't be afraid!” - 

After Sara's visit was finished, and she 
had left, Dr. Jonathan said, “As a matter 
of fact, there wasn't a thing wrong with 
her. But you see what I did? I took away 
her nervousness, for the time when she 
may need something done.”

& meal, it is a treat at a kibbutz guest 
house. How these settlements have gone in 
for visual artistry as well as palate tasti- 
ness in their cookery is something worth 
taking your hat off to. Not only the 
Plate, but the table, the dining foom, the 
view from the windows, are more en- 
thralling than city restaurants, I've dined 
at almost all these places over the years 
and here are some.of the delicious things

My most recent week-end was at Ha- 
nita in Western Galilee where bay leaves 
grow almost wild and I was delighted that 
they make this Fataja (Ethiopian) dish 
out of my Hebrew cookbook: 

20 medium peeled raw potatoes, 20 vay 
leaves. salt, pepper, olf fer deep fring. 

Potatoes must be of the same size for 
uniform frying. Cut them in half and fry 
in deep oll, a few at a time, together with 
8. bay leaf for each potato, until golden 
brown (about 15 minutes). Arrange the 
potatoes in a baking dish, a bay leaf next 
to each, Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
These potatoes can be warmed up for 
later serving. :

$ cups hot boiled rice. 6 hard-boiled 
eggs.

The third commandment is no less im- 
Portant, The good mother is advised to 
add fluoride to the drinking water. Fluoride 
— which comes in pills and should be 
taken every day —- is missing in our 
natural drinking water and is anu im- 

_ portant substance to prevent and resist 
decay. Perhaps one day, Suoride will be 
added to all water in Israel, Dr, Sarnat 


says. 

A child should go to the dentist even 
before kindergarten age --- and wnen n0- 
thing is wrong yet, Thus the visit is not 
motivated by paln and fear, and the child 
is not confronted immediately with heavy 
medical treatment. It is still time tc help 
him form the proper attitude, ta learn 
-that the dentist is his friend, and to 
make him ready and willing to accept 
dental care. It is fer too late by the 
time the mother gets disturbed by the 
appearance of the child's teeth. 

The practical part of the course's pro- 
gramme was carried out at the Tel Aviv 
Municipality's School of Dental Service 
within the Department of Education. Dr. 
Mark Langer, head of the school’ service 
tries to introduce all the’.improvements 
Possible. He said 60,000 children are under 
dental treatment in the Municipality's fif- 
teen clinies. All children from kinder- 
garten to the end of grammar school have 
@ yearly check-up. Besides that, there are 
information campalgns at the schools, 
like the “Healthy Tooth Week,” where 
iurses explain what {fs good or bad 
for the teeth and also teach how to 
brush teeth effectively, : 

Up to now, only the Hadassah Medi- 
cal School in Jerusalem used general 
anaesthetic for children’s dental treat- 
ment, In the Tel Aviv Municipality's main 
dental clinic, in Rehov Bialik, this treat- 
ment 158 now available. Professor Mark 
Chayen, Head of the Department of An- 

esiology at the Tel Aviv University, 
takes ‘care of the sound. brief sleep of 
the young patients, This treatment is a 
big help in handling handicapped, men- 
tally retarded and emotionally disturbed 
. children. Dr, Sarnat, who supervises the 
dental operations recommends general an- 
aesthetic elzo for very small children, 
ef two or three years old, who could not 
be treated in any other conventional way.

A HEALTH, Counselling and Guidance 
ἘΔ Centra for the Aged, was opened 
in Jerusalem op Monday. It is the first 
of its Kind in the country. This was 
announced by Mr. Harold Trobe, Director~ 
General of Malben-JDC in Israel, during 
8 visit earlier to the Malben Village for 
the Aged at Neve Avot in Pardess Hanna 
by the Young Leadership Mission of the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

The 91-memberg of the Mission, who 
stem from all parts of the U. 
a three-week tour of Israc! to 5 
country's needs and to acquaint them- 
selves with the U.J.A.-aasisted prozramines. 

In disclosing the opening of the Jeru- 
salem Centre, Mr. Trobe reported that 
Malben-JDC had been “instrumestal in 
setting up the Association, which will ad- 
minister the Centre and receive its funds 
from Malben-JDC, the Ministry of Health 
and the Jerusalero Municipality.” In addi- 
tion to its monetary grants, he said that 
Malben-JDC had “provided the nprofea- 
gional knowledge and experience that it 
had accumulated in this fleld.” He deserlb- 
ed the Centre as ἃ “demonstraticn project, 
which will set the pattern for similar 
projects in other parts of the country.” 

IN KATAMON 

Located in the Katamon Quarter of the 
capital, where the aumber of aged new 
inmmigrants is particularly dense, the Centre 
will offer the elderly residents a aunmiber 
of advisory services on medical and fa- 
Τῶν problems, occupational and Ingul 
matters, as well as questlons converoing 
their rights and privileges, The Centre's 
staff consists of physicians, public health 
nurses, social workers, a legal advisor 
and chiropadist. 

Mr. Trobe noted that plans cal) for 
the addition of phystotherapy and ovcups- 
tlonal therapy facilities at a later date. 
The new project, he added, resulted from 
a study carned out by Malben-JDC, in co- 


‘operaton with the Jerusatem Municipality, 


to determine the needs of the clty's aged. 

During their visit at the Neve Avot 
Vullage, Israe]'s largest institution fer the 
aged, the U.J.A. Mission members engaged 
the 1,100 oldsters in lively conversation 
and also had lunch with them. Marlter, 
the Young Leaders saw how the majority 
of the aged residents are employed at a 
variety of tasks at the Village, such as 
at the ceramics and weaving workshops,

The camp, run jointly by the Munici- 
Pality and the Ministry of Educutien, 
was atarted when the people in charge 
of the city's adult Education: Department 
tried to find a wey by which to keep 
seme of the 2.400 women wha tuck vle- 
mentary adult education courses through- 
out the year interested cnuugh t+ 
to class in September. “When re. 
adults on such an elementary 
Mes. Bruriya Kaufman, director of the 
Adult Education Department, expluins, "we 
inust make sure that the intensity of 
work js not significantly relaxed for long 
periods and that the continuity, ot at- 
tending classes is not broken.” 


At the beginning the plan gct a luke- 
warm reception. The organizers then- 
selves were skeptical about its chanves of 
success. “It is very difficult to take 
Women away from thelr housework dur- 
ing the morning hours, particularly when 
their children ave on holiday and the 
women themselves come from a rather 
traditional background," Mrs. Kaufman 
says. When 400 women signed up, the 
organluers were astounded. ᾿ 

The women attend lhe camp for a 
whole month and pay only a nenuaal fee 
of ILS. To facilitate their participation, 
two girl-soldiers, who ure qualified kin- 
dergarten teachers, run a nursery school 
at the Cherner House for pre-schovicrs. 


Fashion writers wage 
. word war about minis

NEW YORK (Reuter), -- 

MERICA'S leading women's fashion 

columnists are waging a war of 
words over the mini-skirt. 

Some of the most widely-read fashion 
writers here have pronounced the min! 
dead or dying. Others insist the style 
has never been more popUlar and pre- 
dict that ft will be around for a long 
time to come. 

The whole controversy began when the 
fashion editor of the daily publication 
“Women's Wear," bible of the American 
fashion trade, sent qa speclal memorandum 
to staff members announcing “minis are 
dead.” 4 

The pronouncement, also signed by the 
paper's managing director, quickly leak- 
ed out, hitting the sewing rooms of New 
York's Seventh Avenue garment-making 
district like a bombshell. 

That was not all, members of the fash- 
jon paper's staff were ordered, with 
almost military brusqueness, to stop wear- 
ing minis to work. "Offenders will be 
sent home to change,” the memorandum 
warned, 

Soon afterwards, the paper carried a 
front-page review of Paris couturlers’ 
autumn and winter collections under the 
headline: “The mini is finis.” 


Fashion experts of “Good Housckeeping” 


Magazine weighed in a few days later 
with. the prediction that the mini would 


RIGHT 


gradually disappear, explaining that the 
style was tmpractical. 

“In order ta wear a mini properly, 
one had to Jearn a whole new way of 
walking, sitting, getting in and out of 
cars," the magazine explained. 

The latest edition of “Vogue” mugazine, 
spokesman for high fashion, predicts 
“longer and fuller” skirfty in its autumn 
fashion forecast, but does not go sc far 
as tp count the minj completely out. 

The “New York Times," which claims 
ta be America's most tnfluential news- 
paper, answered by devoting nearly a 
whole page to a counter-blast at those 
busy sounding the mini’s death knell. 

It splushed no less thun 14 full-length 
Pictures across the page showing mini- 
Wearers runging from students, sales- 
girls and secretaries to models and sc 
clalites. 

The Times fashlon writer, Marilyn Ben- 
der, said: “The editors of Women's Wear 
must have been gazing in a cloudy crvs- 
tal ball... had they ventured onto the 
sidewalks of Manhattan and into chic 
gathering places, they would have no- 
tleed that skirts are going up. up, up.” 

Meanwhile the consensus of experts 
working in the fashion industry {5 that 
the mini will remain popular wlth teen- 
agers, but gradually loxc popularity after 
the summer among over-20'r and settle at 
a hemline between one and three inches 
(between 2.5 and 7.5 centimetres: above 
the knee.

These 
groups are further subdivided into smaller 
study groups according to the wornen’s 
level of education, When one group learns 
Hebrew, another hears a lecture and the 
third swims. 

The women hear four types of lectures, 
Guest experts from a well known cosme- 
ties firm introduces the women to the 
world of personal grooming. Wizo In- 
structors talk about home economies, 
psychologists give popular lectures on 
child care and the womes als. hear 
about vurfous areas in the country and 
see them in slide shows, 

The cvemen hive vame to Israel from 
12 different countries, Not all of them 
are new immigrants, Some of them have 
lived in ae for over thirty years. 
ars here uo one 
has ever paid any attention to me,” one 
woman said, “this is the first time that 
I feel that someone notices that 1 am 
allve.” 

Perhaps the best index of the women’s 
attitude to the day camp is their atten- 
dence record. When the :dea of the camp 
was first brought to them, many of the 
women asked whether they must cone 
every tlme, or whelher it would matter 
they came late. “just In time for 
the swim.” Now, reports Miss Harizi, 
“no one misses a single day or even a 
minute. Each morning they all wait oute 
side before the doors are apened.”

People. do not like to be atl 
from their families, It is worth wadertak- 
ing this big pension Hability, because 8 
modern automated ship costing. $19m. ia 
manned by a crew of only. 27, including 
11 officers. “Such a vessel needs: exper- 


‘ienced men, whereas. its entire wage bill 


does’ not exceed the. cost of the insurance 
premium," he said. - 

Passenger travel on "Bini "vesséls* has ἴω- 
creased by 80 per cent in the first half of 
this year (compared with January-June 
1967). First class has been abolished on 
the Theodor Herzl, Ships do regular, 12- 
day cruises in the Mediterranean, “ploking 
up passengers at Maifa, Genoa and Mar- 
seifles for the round trip sailing at 
night and berthing for land ‘trips by day. 
The price ts $200, and israclis pay: only 
8. third of the travel tax off-season, which 
stretches all the way from October to 
June, 

Liners never enter or Jeave a port on 
a Saturday or festival. Cost of the delays 
this causes, together with expenses of 
kashrut, come to $750,000 a year, Mr.

Mr, Tsour pointed 
out that ships doing tramp business be- 
tween foreign ports show an added value 
of only. three per cent if they break even 
(this assumes that half the crew is for- 
eign, and includes an imputed foreign 
currency cost of six per cent on ‘equity 
capital), If they make a five per cent 
profit, the added value is upped to elght 
per cent; if there is a five per cent logs, 
the added value is minus two per cent,

Mr, Tsovr concludes that the Govern- 


tioqal noint of view.

Sailings from here will, be once 
every twp thonths by the 7,500+ton freigh- 
ters Allon, Hshel and Siikma, all employed 
on the Haifa-West African: route. 

Bach trip, with stops at intermediate 
ports, wil take about a month.

Flor the coming year, 1968/69, 
the’ Ministry plans to invest ILém. on 
ald and development of farming in the 
Israel-administered areas. Those facts. 
were revealed to the press during a 
Ministerial tour of the Ramallah-Jericho 
district this week. . 

The most important ecopomic branch 
of agriculture in the area is olives, which 
earns the local farmer IL20m. yearly. 
The Ministry ‘is introducing more modern 
farming methods into this field with the 
hope ‘of increasing ‘the yield.’ 

The highest profitability per dunam is 
from tobacco which - has. the. added ad- 
vantege of not requiring irrigation. There- 
fore, it was decided to increase the area 
planted from 2,000 dunams to 6,000, and: 
it 15 hoped to expand this even more fur-.

Khoushy rebuts charges 
of economic neglect 


By YA'ACOV ARDON, Jerusalem Pust Reporter 
HALFA. — Is Haifa's economy stagnating? And if so, is it up to the Municipal 
Council to stimulate it? These questions exercised the Council on Monday during 
a debate of the 1968/69 development budget of 1L1d.4m. The budget was ap- 
proved by the coalition, with Gahal abstaining. and will be spent on roads, and 
on educational, cultural, sanitary and other services. in that order of priority. 


According to Mayor Abba Khoushy, 
“nothing ls wrong with the town's economy 
except the damage caused hy criticism 
from the pessimists and mud-slingers.” Mr. 
Khoushy would launch a publicity cam 
Paign to rebut the views of those who de- 
mand greater scope for private enterprise. 
“It is not the task of the Municipality to 
engage in economic activities, to put up in- 
dustries or hotels, or to enter into partner= 
ships with publi¢ or private Interests... 
City Hall is not meant to do this, and the 
law does not permit it... What can be 
done is fo demand development by the 
various authorities, above all the Govern- 
ment.” 

Mayor Khoushy disagreed even with his 
own Deputy Mayor Moshe Flieman who 
thought that the Municipality, with its 
finances consolidated. might devote some 
means to promoting economic enterprise. 
Perhaps through a financial institution set 
up jointly: with other local authorities. But 
it was the Gahal faction ithe only one 
remaining in opposition since Rafi merged 
with the dominant Labour Party) which 
scoffed at City Hall's development policies. 


‘CITY OF FUTURE’ 

“How much longer, Mr, Mayor,” asked 
Gahal faction leader Walter Lindenstrauss, 
“will Halfa remain a city of th: future? 
What has become of your grandlose pro- 
jects which you have publicized so much, 
ike the artificial lake in Wadi Rushmiya, 
the Bat Galim beach reclamation, the big 
timber combine In the Kishon Harbour, 
the hotel at Ramat Hadar, the 22-floor 
skyscraper downtown with a heliport on 
the roof, the basketbal] stadium at Ramat 
Hadar and others? If you had given the 
economic growth of the town only a tenth 
of the energy you have invested in the 
polities of your party, things would leok 
different here!" 

Mr. Gustav Badian, also of Gahal, asked 
why the Municipal Development Committee 
had been convened only twice or three 
times in as Many years und was Inactive, 
“Ie the committee is ineffectual, change 
its members, but make it work.” he de- 
manded. Haifa had no seaside promenade. 
Nobody wanted the corcession to operate 
the Gap Ha'em restaurant. The circus 
had set up in Kiryat Bialik instead of in 
Haifa, The Touriam Ministry had refused 
to share jn the cost of Halfu-promotion 
projects on the grounds that Haifa had 
the means to look after itself. 


“If the city spends what In the end will 
come up to over 1L100m. on the Univer- 
sity, why not spend something on at- 
tracting tourists? They by-pass” us, and 
when they do come here they are bored 
in the evening for lack of entertainment. 
There is a dreary, joyless atmosphere in 
our town," he went on. 

Deputy Mayor Ya'acov Dori tLabour) 
suggested that a committee of experts he 
appointed to study the problem of tourism 
development. He declared that Tel Aviv 
had a hinterland which Haifa lacked, and 
said that the latter should specialize in 
small industries on a selective basis.

to get jobs in Israel 


The Defence Minister, Mr. Moshe Dayan, and the Mayor of Nablus, Mr. 
Hamdi Cna’an, yesterday agreed on the provision of jobs inside Israel for un- 
employed from the Nablus area. .Mr, Dayan asked local notables to consult 
among themselves and bring to the Military Government their suggestions for 
further cooperation in advancing the welfare of the population. 


Now that a year of Military Govern- 
Ment had ended, and on the assumption 
that there would be no substantive poli- 
tical changes in the near future, Mr. Da- 
Yan mentioned possible assistance in agri- 
cultural and industrial ‘production and 
marketing and opening up s¢thools, for 
high school graduates, an offciat com~ 
munique stated. 

The Minister told the ‘notables that all 
applications to allow students to visit their 
families in the administered areas had 
been approved. (Hariler, a Defence Min- 
Istry. spokesman said the figure wag 6,000.) 
Noting that only 2,000 permits had been 
used so for, Mr, Dayan said the Israel 
authorities stand by their undertaking 
that any jocal student going to study in 
an Arab country, and whose relatives in 
the West Bank apply for a permit in his 
behalf, will be ‘able to come home on 
visits or remain permanently. 

He fiatly rejected a request that Israel 
stop stamping the passports of vacation- 
ers coming here via Allenby Bridge. He 
sald: “No state and no occupying power 
in the world makes a concession on thls, 
and it is not to be expected that Israel 
should respect the laws of hostile Arab 
states and violate her own laws.” 


TERRORISM DOESN’E PAY 


Mr. Dayan categorically rejected con- 
tentions ‘that young people arrested in 
Nablus for engaging in hostile under- 
gtound activity had only been dragged 
into such activity and had committed no 
acts of violence. He said that at the out- 
set of the occupation it had been made 
clear to the population of the administer- 
ed areas that the Military Government 
would not interfere with political views 
or the expression of opinions, however, 
extreme. 

But the young, peopie arrested bad or- 
ganized themselves into underground cells 
set up by terrorist organizations in order 
to commit sabotage and cause damage to 
property and Joss of life. “We will not 
tolerate such acts," Mr. Dayan sald. 

Terrorism will not bring about Israel's 
withdrawal from the areas, and it 
is therefore better for the local populace 
ta dissociate themselves from such acts, 
he warned, 

Mr. Dayan was aecempanied by the 0.C.

IRAQI COUP 
LEE its predecessors in Iraq, General 
44 Aref's regime remained in power 
Just long enough to give its enemies a 
chance to unite, 

Again like its predecessors, the new 
regime which sprang into power yester- 
day morning in Baghdad has offered 
the Iraqi people the usual list of well- 
known promises. It is evident 
by now that the new coup, which 
received the usual support once it was 
safely in power, was carried out by ἃ 
nationalist group which rallied _be- 
hind it all the opponents of the Aref 
regime, The most. important group is 
the rightist Ba'th which has, howerer, 
named a “moderate” member of the 
party, ex-premier General Ahmed Has- 
gan al-Bakr, as President. Though tole- 
rated to some degree by President Nas- 
ser, this group has always been at odds 
with the extreme leftist Ba’th which ia 
now firmly in power in Syria. Tae 

Al-Bakr and some of his better- 
known supporters were permitted to re-. 
turn to Iraq during the past few months 
as part of a general policy followed by 
Aref and Yahya to buy off their enemies 
and try to bring them into the fold. 
General Aref, ateadier and harder-work- 
ing than his late brother. was a weaker 
head of: state. His weakness was ex- 
ploited during the past year by General 
Yahya and his fellow opportunists, with. 
the result that Yahya was popularly 
Known in Yraq as the “Thief of Bagh- 

Aref. who could read the writing on 
the wall, was reluctant to diamiss Yah- 
ya, and tried instead to enlarge his 
cabinet so as to include Yahya's major 
political enemies. Failing in this move, 
he increasingly became the prisoner of 
Yahya and his group, and two months 
ago disavowed the provisional constitu- 
tion and extended his tenure for another 
two years. The two generals sought to 
enhance their prestige by adhering 
blindly to Nasser's policy in the Middle 
East, with disastrous results for the 
Iraqi army in the Six Day War. 

It ‘is still too early to say how the 
coup will be received in the Arab world, 

But it would seem that the new generals 
will follow much the same policy as 
their predecessors, for they’ must face 
the same problems that faced the out- 


Nasser's arms, 


Iraq, not the least of which is the con- 
: tinuing Kurdish problem, have no simple 


: "solutions, and the new generals may 


soon be in need of the Iraqi division 
presentiy stationed in Jordan, and 
whose deputy commander took over a 
few weeks 2g0 from the previous com- 
mander who was rumoured to have fal- 
‘len out of favour with the Aref regime. 
There is no doubt that the members 
of the new junta will start to eliminate 
some of their own number in a few days.

Mr. Shmuel Tamir (Free Centre) 
called for the severance of diplomatic ties 
with Lagos, The Biafrans were fighting 
for the right of self-determination. Israel, 
unlike the nations of the-world during the 
Holocaust of European Jewry, must shun 
a surrender to expediency. Dr. Yitzhak 
Klinghoffer (Gahal) discussed the plight of 
the people of Southern Sudan too, and said 
Israel should arouse the world to the 
genocide being perpetrated there. ᾿ 

Mapam’s Emma Talmi said Israel could 
help in an international rescue project for 
Biafran children, could send Youth Aliya- 
trained, instructors, food and other sup- 
plies.

Gen, Ahmed Hassan Al-Bakr in his place, Baghdad radio reported yesterday. 


Aref arrives 
in Britain 


LONDON. — An Iraqi Airlines jet carry- 
ing the deposed President, Abdul Rahman 
Aref, arrived in London yesterday after 
being delayed take-off clearance in Is- 
tanbu] by Turkish authorities. The jet 
made an unscheduled stop there for re- 
fuelling. but four men, believed to be of- 
ficials of the new regime in Baghdad, 
would not allow Aref to confer with re- 
porters, According to sources here the 
plane was delayed because the Turkish 
authorities wanted to be sure that Aref 
was not being forced to go to London 
against his will, Aref’s wife has Ween in 
London for 10 days, and jis at present in 
hospital here after a hernia operation. 

The Turkish Minister of State. Seyfi 
Ozturk, conferred with Aref inside the 
plane while Turkish police kept guard 
outside. 

Some observers said that Aref had ap- 
parently been refused permission to stay 
in Turkey. 

The airport's VIP lounge was opened 
for Aref, but he went into the transit 
room instead for a time.

Rightists seen 
behind coup 


Jerusalem Tost Diplomatic Reporter 


Rightist elements are apparently  be- 
hind the Iraqi cowp, judging by first in- 
_Gcations. That is the view of Middle -East 
experts in Jerusalem. The slogans uud 
cables of support for the coup indicuted 
that the moving force was neither pro- 
Nasserist nor Ba‘th Leftist. 

The first proclamation of the Revolu- 
tionary Council included such terms as 
“After we trusted in Allah” and “We 
have taken over rule from ἃ group of 
people who scld the motherland and re- 
Nigion." Such expressions of religious 
faith were never employed by the _ pro- 
Nasserist elements or by the Iraqi ΒΘ ἽΝ. 

Looking ahead, it was thought that 
the new regime was likely to move to- 
wards greater independence both fn inter- 
Arab relations and in general foreign po- 
Hey. 

The Revolutionary Council also declar- 
ed that “the revolution is determined to 
grant equal opportunities to all citizens, 
and to review laws, regulations and ord- 
ers that were enacted under extraordin- 
ary circumstances.” This was possibly 
aimed against nationalization and other 
socialistic laws, said to have resulted in 
growing inefficiency, paralysis of indus- 
try, and the halting of development. 

There has been internal foment in Iraq 
for a Jong time, and the Aref regime had 
never enjoyed stability. The unrest was 
attributed to the regime's failure to kecp 
its promise - to institute parliamentary 
life, and the imposition of an austerity 
policy and additional taxation. Ἐ 

Charges of corruption against top Gov- 
ernment people, including Prime Minister 
Yahya, were rife recently. 

The stoppage of olf deliveries from 
Iraq to the West, after the Six Day War 
was 3 serious sethack to the cconomy.

French papers 
expect ‘tough’ 
line in Iraq:

Recalling Aref's firmness towards the 
AngloSaxr oi] companies and lus sym- 
pathy for French firms, “Le Monde” said 
that this attltude did not fail to arouse 
lively opposition in Iraq. 
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A new “Revolutionary Command Coun~ 
cil,” after banishing Aref and dismissing 
the government of Premier Taher Yahya, 
unanimously elected Bakr President, the 
broadcast said, 

Bakr, a former Vice-President, was 
Prime Minister in 1963, when the Ba'th 
Soclalist Party ruled the country. He was 
dismissed from his post when = Aref's 
brother, the late President Abdel Salam 
Aref, purged ali Ba'thists from the Gov- 
ernment. Bakr, 52, has been in the back- 
fround since he retired from politics in 
early 1964. 

Announcement cf Bakr's nomination 
was the first word from Baghdad of the 
political colouring of the new rulers. The 
mew President, although a Ba'thist, be- 
longs to a wing of the purty that ig 
bitterly opposed to the radical Jeftist fac- 
tion now ruling in neighbouring Syria. 
Bakr's relations with Cairo — a staunch 
ally of the deposed Aref — were also 
uneasy while he led the Iraql Govern- 


ment. 
BLOODLESS. BUT... 

The radio claimetl the coup was blood< 
less but later called for all tirst aid per- 
sonnel to report to their posts. (Reports 
from neighbouring Iran said there was 
heavy fighting in Baghdad and the sonth- 
ern city of Basra.) 

Iraq remained sealed off from tha 
world, All airports and frontier posta 
were closed and telephone conununications 
cut. 

A ‘d-hour curfew was- 
Baghdad Radio announced 
would be lifted today. 

The political complexion of the coun+ 
try's new military rulers remained un- 
clear last night, but radio commentaries 
indicated they were left-leaning national- 
ists. Iraq's largely Soviet-equipped air 
foree appears to have played a major role 
in the overthrow of τοῦς five-year-old 
regime, Jets screamed over the capital to 
herald the coup. 

The Revolution Counci} announced Aref 
had been ousted berause his regime "was 
one of corruption and thievery run by a 
gang of illiterates who divided the country 
into feudal sections for their personal en- 
richment.” 

“The struggle against Israeli aggression 
will be carried out to the end,” it added. 

The Arcf regime was also accused of 
ignoring the needs of the army and parti- 
cinating in “the disaster of the Six Day 
War against Israel.” The new regime 
pledged its support of the Arab struggle 
and commando activities against Israel. 

‘MALN AIM" 

A political commentator on Baghdad 
Radio said the main aim of what he 
termed the “White Revolution” was to 
uoify Arah cfforts, “against imperialism 
and Israel," and work for a solutinn of 
the Kurdish problem “in the framework 
of the national Iraqi interest so that all 
national forces could be utilized for the 
liberation of Palestine.” 

Baghdad Radio also said that the Revu- 
lution Councli had set up Δ special com- 
mittee to review the files of political pri- 
sonerg and persons exiled for political 
activity. 

The new leaders dismissed the Chief of 
Staff, the Air Force Commander and the 
Commander of Iraqi forces stationed in 
Jordan. Air Brigadier Abdul-Ghaffar al- 
Takritl was appointed Chief of Staff of the 
Army and Deputy Commander of the Air 
Force. 

Baghdad Radio said people should co- 
operate for “the return of the clear na- 
tional-Socialist principles of the July 14 
revolution.”

‘Communal hate spells ruin for India

NEW DELHL — 

NE of the major problems exercis- 
ing the minds of Indian politiciang 
and inteliectuals today is national unity. 
After 21 years of independence, they are 
wondering, more despairingly than hope- 
fully, whether this nation of 5620 million 
people will stay together or drift apart 
Wherever they cast their eyes, powerful 
forces of race, religion, caste, language 
and culture seem -to be acting 26 dis- 
integrating agents on the nationalism 
that was forged in the course of the 
struggle for independence from Britain. 
On the one hand, there is the age-old 
antagonism between the Hindus and the 
Moslems, who today number around 60 
million, The partition of India in 1947 
did not solve this problem although it 
‘was intended τὸ do.so, for tt left behind 
in the truncated Indian Union a vast 
nuniber of Moslems who through a com- 


bination of unfavourable circumstances, 


some of their own creation, are unable 
to identify themselves with the rest of 
the nation. 

On the other, there is the urge of the 
major racial and linguistic groups to es- 
tablish their separate cultural identity 
and in search of this some of them, 
like the Nagas and Mizos of the north- 
eastern frontier and the Kashmiris of the 
northwest, have gone to the extent of 
demanding the right to opt out of the 
Union. In other parts of the country, 


notably the southern states and Bengal,: 


this assertion of cultural separateness 
finds expression in opposition to making 
Hindi, the of the northern re- 
gion of the Gangetic basin, the official 
medium of coramunication instead of Eng- 
lish, Again, within this struggle. for the 

-- expression of cultural- individuality, there

of the Hindu hiefarchy, the: matouchables, 
to assert their right to the equality gua- 
ranteed by the Indian Constitution but 
Kittle respected in practice in the 550,000 
villages in which the majority of the 
people lve. 

One of the most alarming features .of 
the Indian social scene in the last four 
yeara Has been: the accentuation of com- 

 munalism’ — the term used to describe 
tensions between different religious groups 
primarily of course between Hindus apd 
Moslems.

cause Of tension, and. one that Is grow-" 


ing almost to rival communalism ig re- 
gionalism or parochiglism, where a do- 
minant group speaking a common lan- 
guage and having common cultural ties, 
clashes with another with a different 
language and culture. This hag given rise 
in recent months to :violent anti-Hindi 
agitation In Madras State, to the harass- 
ment of South Indians in the city of 
Bombay, the capital of the Marathi- 
Speaking state of Maharashtra on the 
west coast, and to the demand of the 
mainly Christian population of the Khasi 
and Jaintla ἘΠῚ in the northeastern 
state of Assam for a separate adminis- 
. trative unit. | 
The third disruptive force is the,sbarp- 
ening antagonism in the countryside be- 
tween members of the upper Hindu castes 
— Brahmiz, Ksbatriya (warrior) and 
Vasihya (trader) and the Harijans (be- 
loved of God), the term Mahatma Gandhi 
Coined to describe the untouchables, who 


‘number. about 100 -million. 


Official . records -show that more than 
2,000 communal clashes have been regiz- 


tered in the last four years ag against 
about 600 in the preceding 10 years. One 
new cause‘of clashes in the last two 
Years is Urdu, the language in the Per- 
sian script customarily used by Moslems 
in the north. Another interesting develop- 
ment in this period is the involvement of 
students in these affrays, which often 
end in mags killings, looting and buroing 
of property. A. third is that large-scale 
outbreaks of communal rioting have ta- 
Ken place in major industrial centres. 
such as Jamshedpur, Rourkela and Ran- 
chi, all in the eastern state of Bihar, and 
production was disrupted at them while 
Hindi and Sikh workers engaged in mur- 
‘derous -combat with Moslem workers. 
In 1967, according to official records, 
84 per cent of the victims of communal 
fighting were Moslems, the rest Hindus, 
A recent government report observes: 


“What is somewhat unnerving is that the 


‘number of deaths in communal riots has 
tended to increase -sharply. Whereas dur- 
ing the entire nine-year period from 
1054 to 1962, the mumber of persons 
who died was 316, In -1967 alone, 200 
Persons have lost ‘their lives." In terms 
of the country’s population, these figures 
are trifling. More people are killed yearly 
iu accidents on the roads of New Delhi 
But, a8 word of them spreads through 
the .preas and ‘the radio, they have a 
demoralising effect on the Moslems, and 
the feelings between the two communi- 
ties harden. 

On the advice of the government, the 
press tends to play down such incidents. 
For instance, Hindu-Moslem riots are re- 
Ported as clashes between “two zroups 
of people,” but few people are deceived. 
In the inflammable atmosphere existing 
in most parts of Indias, ‘mass passions 
are easily aroused, ag an instance of an- 
other Kind showed recently.

Integration talks 


Recently, the Prime Miuistér took the 
initiative to bring together political lead- 
ers, intellectuals, educators, businessmen 
and trade unionists to discuss means of 
Quelling the forces working against ya- 
tional integration. The three-day meeting, 
held in Srinagar, the Capital of Kashmir, 
ended with an appeal to all Indian citi- 
zens to work for national unity and pro- 
Posed that district administrative and po- 
liee, officials should’ be held respensible 
for outbreaks of violence between dif- 
ferent religious or caste or regional 
groups.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — In ἃ rare ac- 
currence, Justice Abe Fortas was called 
yesterday to explain his philosophy of the 
law to Congress. 


Mr. Justice Fortas, President Johnson's 
choice to succeed Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren, was principally Interrogated by Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin, North Carolina Democrat 
and a senior member of the Senate Ju- 
diclary Committee, which must approve 
the promotion before it goes to the full 
Senate for confirmation. 


Sen. Ervin, one of a handful of South- 
erners to join ranks with Republicaus op- 
posing the nomination, last week argued 
that the seat is not really vacant since

other entitlements recently en- 
acted for newcomers is intended to 
mitigate the fall in real earnings which 
face the professional man or salaried 
executive immigrating from the West. 
These privileges look substantial to the 
israeli, who is used to big Import duties 
and costly mortgage loans. They are 
less impressive to the putential settler, 
because he enjoys such conditions in 
the country he inhabits, 

One henerit, which has been on the 
law books for some time, could be a 
point of attraction because it offers 
something unique — total exemption 
from income tax and death duties on 
ussets accumulated overseas. Unfor- 
tunately this fine phrase does not look

If ἃ new settler leaves assets overseas 
and transfers the earnings, a tax is

Admittedly, tax on foreign incomes 
is a flut 25 per cent in Israel, but that 
applies to all residents. The newcomer 
ean enjoy tax concessions if be puts 
money in an approved investment, but 
so can everybody else. The special posi- 
tion of the inmigrant who 5 supposed 
to be completely tax-free on income 
from assets he owns when he arrives 
in Israel is a fiction. 

There is a way out of this dilemma,

A person who has made 
an approved investment, however small, 
before coming to Israel wins exemption 
from estate dutles on all assets he 
brings to Israel for 10 years after his 
autival. As this right is already on the 
statute book, it is difficult to under- 
stand why it should not be extended 
to all new settlers, whether or not they 
have made an approved investment. 

These two reforms would bring to life 
paper privileges that fall short of 
achieving thelr objectives because, In- 
explcably, they stop half-way.

Planning growth in 
development areas 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 


TPHERE is virtually full employment in 
the development areas thanks to the 
establishment of new industries and the 
expansion of existing enterprises. While 
Some people have to travel outside their 
district for work, there are in many 
cases shortages of certain types of labour. 

The new industries being established 
in these areas under the sponsorship of 
the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
are much more solldly based than for- 
merly, when many factories closed after 
@ couple of years of operation. This was 
pointed out to Lhe Jerusalem Post by 
Mr. Yosef Sharon, the Minister's Assia- 
tant for Development Areas, 

One of the alms of the Ministry's new 
planning for these areas Is to group 
Simular types of industries in one area 
So as to create pools of workers skilled 
in specific trades. 


Helping women to work 


A problem peculiar to development 
areas Is that there is a shortage of 
women workers. This js felt mainly in 
the clothing and allied industries, where 
70-80 per cent of the work force is wo- 
iuen, Thus it becomes necessary to pro- 
vide ancillary services, such as day our- 
series, which enable women to work dur- 


ing the day, ἡ 


New factory space to be built during the 
mext 12 months totals 36,000 square 
metres. Of this, 20,000 sq.m. is for speci- 
fic buildings and extensions. The Ministry 
is also building 10,000 sq.m. of standard 
structures of 580 sq.m. each. 

A new venture on the part of the 
Ministry is the building of standard 
units of 3,000 sq.m. floor space, These 
units constitute industrial zones of them- 


selves, The first two are in Dimona and. 


Kiryat Gat. The idea is that there will 
be no need for a long period of time 
between the approval of a new factory 
and when it can begin production. At

Death duty on immigrants 


Sir, — In The Jerusulem Post of the 
June 51. in the article entitled “How 
to take a Tax Holiday... in Is- 
Tael” it was stated: “Advance No. 2 is 
that the new resident pays no death 
duties on money he owns abroad or on 
assvts purchased in Isracl with money 
brought in from overseas and to this 
Privilege there is no time limit save 
only his own jongevity.” 

As I understand the position as set 
out in the Estate Buty Act an estate 
is subject to death dutles on oll amounts 
and assets Wherever they may be In the 
world. (The duties on such assets In 8 
forcign country which by virtue of the 


\ 


laws of that country can not be trans- 
ferred to Israel are pended until they 
can be transferred to Israel}. The afore- 
going is subject to the exemption that 
the estate of a mew immigrant is not 
Subject to death duties if the immigrant 
arrived within a period of not more than 
Seven years prior to his death. Inu addi- 
tion the Jaw for the Encouragement of 
Capital Investments, os amended in 
January 1965, provides exemptions, but 88 
I understand it, such exemptions only 
apply if the foreign currency was trans- 
ferred to Israel by a person while he was 
NON-resident in Israel, and subsequently 
beewwne a resident, 

The same act provides that the estate 
of a person who became a resident of 
Israel after the 15th May, 1948 which 
has property outside the State is not re- 
quired to pay estate duty on such pro- 
perty outside the State. 

But the relevant Jaws and regulations 
also provide that a resident of Xsrael 
may not maintain his assets abroad for 
more than the first seven years after his 
entry into Israel, and thereafter he is 
Tequired to import his sald assets into 
Isracl (always provided that the law of 
the country of his origin allows for such 
transfer). 

Tt therefore seems to me that it is 
only in exceptional cases that the estate 
of a new immigrant will not be Subject 
to estate duties. For how often does it 
happen that an intending oleh will have 
sufficient faith and courage to transfer 
all his assets to Isracl while he still Hveg 
abroad. And I daresay that most new 
immigrants hope to and do lve for a 
longer time than seven years after their 
immigration to Israel

The Internal Revenue Department replies: 

Any foreign resident or immigrant who 
arrived after 1948 js entitled to exemp- 
tlon from death duties on a certain por- 
tion of his estate for all the days of his 


life, not just for the first seven

_ This exemption applies to the following 
items: (1) Al_his assets situated over- 
Seas, and (2) All assets he brings over 
before coming to Israel, as stated in 
M.G.P.'s ictter. (3) Should he have placed 
money in an approved investment or ap- 
proved enterprise before coming to Israel, 
fe ls ar ed to eremption from estate 
luties on all assets he brings over duri 
the first 10 years after es urrival. = 

M.G.P. is mistaken in stating that a 
Person may not own assets abroad after 
his first seven years in Israel. He may 
retain such assets a5 long ox he wishes, 
and may even add to them during his 
first 10 years in Israel, since during that 
Period he is tree of the obilgation to sell 
his foreign exchange to the State.

THE Israeli diamond industry hes ap- 
parently fully overcome the dlfficul- 
ties experienced in the second half of 
1967, when exports dropped serlously for 
the first time in many years. 

Exports of polished diamonds during 
the first six months of this year again 
reached record figures. Net exports, re- 
turns deducted, amounted to the stagger- 
ing total of $91.9m., or over 3 per cent 
more than the previous, record, $54,8 mil- 
hon, attained in the second half of 1986. 


The U.S. was again. the major cus- . 


tomer: exports to that country increased 
from just over $28m. in the first six 
_ months of 1967 to §$33.5m. this year. Ex- 
ports to the so-called transit countries, 
Belgium, Holland and Switzerland, 
where diamonds are mostly shipped for 
re-export, dropped from S27m. in the Ja- 
nuary-June period of 1967 to $25.5m. this 
year. Exports to Germany increased from 
$2.9m. ta $42m. France bought $2m. 
worth of Israeli diamonds in the first six 
-months of 1967 while this year the 
amount was $2.3m. uy 

Exports to-the United Kingdom dropped 
from $3.3 million to only $2.6 million 
this year, The deterioration of economic 
conditions in Britain has no douht made 
its influence felt, However, exnorts to 
the Far East. Hongkong and Japan in- 
creased over $ilm. in 1967 to $13m. in the 
first six months of 1988. Hongkong and 
Japan together buy more Israeli diamonds 
than Great Britain, Germany and France 
combined, 

Serious drop in prices 

The increasing sales have brought a 
welcome decrease of stocks, but the prices 
have not been satisfactory. In the five- 
month-period from December 1967 till May 
1968 the average price of Israeli diamonds 
exported dropped by two to four per cent 
which is rather serlous ag the year-end 
prices of 1967 were already far from 
satisfactory. These deteriorating prices are 
a result of the supply and demand posi- 
tion. Mr. Harry Oppenhelmer, Chairman 
of de Beers, informed us during his recent 
visit that moderr mining methods are 
producing more amall stones. 

Though demand for small diamonds is 
also increasing it has not caught up 
with increasing supply. Big stones, how- 
ever, are becoming more and more scarce 
and their price has steadily increased, 
especially after the November 1967 de- 
valuations and the recent gold rushes, 
Diamonds, especially big ones, are often 


bought for investment and speculative. 


purposes and sometimes take the place of 
gold in this respect. Although small dia- 
monds, the speciality of the Isracli in- 
dustry, are more in the nature of con- 
sumption goods, there is a -relationship 
between the prices of small and those of 
big stones, it is not impossible that ‘with 
the slow but rather steady increase in 
demand, prices of smali diamonds will 
also improve. ‘ 

But meanwhile the Industry ix less 
profitable than it used to be, Small won- 
der that diamond manufacturers are not 
happy to ‘be excluded from the sizbsidies 


usually granted to other export industries. 
Subsidies are not given to products with 
an added value of less than 25 per cent. 
This regulation covers only fuel and dia- 
monds. The rule itself 's hardly logical, 
88 not the percentage of added value 
should determine whether an export in- 
dustry should receive a subsidy, but the 
importance of the industry for the coun- 
try as a whole and first and foremost 
whether the industry is able to compete 
in world markets without a subsidy ‘This 
is no doubt the case with the Israeli 
diamond industry, which provides more 
than three quartera of the world produc- 
tion of its special product, small bril- 
Hants. One can therefore agreé with the 
government decision not to grant a sub- 
sidy to dlamond exports hoping that the 
diminished profitability is only a tempo- 
rary phenomenon. 


Threats of competition 

When one tries to look into the future 
the competition of other cenires must 
be considered, Much is said ‘and written 
about the many thousands of diumond 
workers who are cutting stones, mostly of 
inferior quality, in India. No clear picture 
ean be obtained whether this competition 
ἰὴ indeed serious for Israel or not. So 
far the quality of the Indian product 
makes it, although cheaper than the stones 
polished in Israel, no menace to our In- 
dustry. Some optimists even argue that 
the Indian industry only flourishes be- 
cause of the big indirect subsidies grant- 
ed by the Indian Government. But besides 
‘India, competition is always possible. It is 
reported that an important polishing plan 
has recently opened its doors in Japan. 
Russia is also experimenting with diamond 
cutting and polishing. Belgium is trying 
to regain part of the production of smali 
brilliants, lost to Israel, by lowering wages 
and Increasing ‘mechanisation. 

The answer to the various forms of 
competition seems to be increased me- 
chanisation, The recent introduction of 
the semi-automatic "ἄορ," the implement 
that holds the diamond while it is being 
polished, is certainly a step forward. Only 
8. minority, perhaps not more than 10 per 
cent of the diamond workers, use it at 
present, The recent disputes about. the, 
introduction of this ‘important Imnovation 
were, when properly analyzed, actually 
over wages. 

New working methods which increase 
production necessitate new wage ecales. 
Disputes over these scaies have led in « 
few “casea to strikes, but with these set- 
tled, nothing stands in the way of fur- 
ther mechanisation. 


Manpower and Marketing 


More rational production metheds are 
possible in branches other than polishing 
also. A recent invention, already in use 
in at least one Israeli enterprise, has 
improved the sawing of the diamonds, 
one of the production stages that pre- 
ceden polishing. 

.More and improved mechanisation is 
also necessary to avoid a shortage of- 
workers, There is already full employ- 
ment in the diamond industry, with 10,000 
workers employed, It is diffleult to en- 
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gage new recruits as the present hoom in 
the metal and electronics industry, induecd. 
by defence orders, dralns away suitable 
manpower. More production through me- 
chanisation should be the answer 

Marketing can also be improved. In ἔσο 
many cases Israeli manufacturers and εκ. 
porters rely on a few highly personal 
contacts abroad. The recent trial of some 
of the more important Israeli firms to 
open offices in New York and Antwerp, 
the two trading centres of the world, 
is an encouraging sign, Such offices 
make direct and manifold contacte with 
the jewelry trade possible, diminishing the 
dependence on a few outlets only, The 
government is ready to give all neces- 
Sary encouragement for the opening of 
offices abroad by serious Israeli producers. 

So ‘far Israel is only an Iimportanr 
production centre of diamonds, with trad. 
ing belng rather limited, especially when 
compared with the big turnover of the 
ledding centre, Antwerp. However, with 
the opening of the Diamond Exchange 
in Ramat Gan next QOctober,'2 serious 
effort could be made to establish Israel 
as a trading centre, Free import of po» 
lished stones produced abroad ls a condi- 
tion sing qua nun for the development 
of the trade on an international scale.

East Jerusalem adopts 
Israeli business practices

The Ministry of Commerce and Industry has heen introducing certain 
standards of manufacturing and retailing in Hast Jerusalem. 


Mr. Avruham Harmatz, head of the 
Jerusalem district for the Ministry af In- 
dustry snd Commerce, tald The Jeruselem 
Pust yesterday: “‘We carried out ἃ com- 
plete survey of every branch of activity, 
with the heip of a former employee of the 
Jordanian Commerce and Industry Minis- 
try." The Ministry set to work to help 


traders and businessmen tc find new sour--. 
ces of supply and to integrate into the Je- 


rusalem, economy. They explained the me- 
thods of costing and the prices to be 
charged as well as the rules about wages 
and the costs of materials. 


Formerly there had heen no check on 
weights and measures and the Ministry 
sent their inspectors around to explain the 
Xsraeli procedure and to bring in the 
weights for checking. Those which needed 
dt were repaired and non-standard weights 


discarded. It has been impossible to date. 


to prevent hawkers from using stones ag 
measures, but ali shops and factories to- 
day have proper weights and measures. 


The Ministry first sent informative lit- 
erature by letter followed up by a_vistt 
by an official to explain more fully.

This induced the de- 
cision to proceed immediately with a com- 
bined geologte mapping-stratigraphic-struc- 
tural study in the area, which will aid the 
Prospecting for shallow heavy ofl, and 
deeper deposits.

Sir, — The Ministry of Education, 
after having a serious falling-out with 
Shalom Levin's teachers’ union aver the 
question of school reforms, has now turn- 
‘ed to the ‘high-school! teachers.

‘structure of teachers’ salaries, under 
which a teacher reaches the pinnacle of 
his earnings at the age of 45 or there- 
abouts, and under which a fourth-year 
engineer can earn as much ag a school 
principal with a Master’s degree --- our 
Ministry of Education decided that the 
time had come for the teachers to take 
a cut in real income, by cutting out 
their overtime. 

At present the teacher. is ‘willing to 
work overtime at less real pay than his 
basic hours; to put extra effort into his 
work without any pay at all. And all 
.thia when private lessons, for which the 
pay is much better, are given by. stu- 
dents.

NATURE NOTES 


- Woodpeckers 


AT the beginning of May, a pair of 

woodpeckers appeared at my window. 
I have a bird feeder there, and in a tall 
aleander bush ἃ nesting box for tts. 
The -woodpeckera attempted to widen the 
hole, which was of course far too small 
for them. While one worked hard, the 
other rested on the feeding board Na- 
turally, all they achieved after five hours’ 
bard work was to break the box. They 
then concluded it was no go, and left, 
to my great disappolntment. My neigh- 
‘hour heard a woodpecker and saw it 
drumming on a telephone pole in her 
garden, but that cannot have been one of 
my pair, as drumming is a mating call. 
It has been found that ali wooodpeckers 
have 3 peculiar e cushion be- 
tween beak and skull which absorbs thé 
shocks of drumming. This is so with 
no other bird. 

Our woodpecker, the only one we have, 
is.the Syrian woodpecker (Dryobates sy- 
niacus — Nakar}), It very closely re- 
sembjes the European middle woodpecker 
and is a-beautiful bird, black and white, 
with a bright red rump, the male also 
with a red cap.. It is only lately that 
they have been negting in gardens. Wood- 
peckers in Europe are shy of men and 
nest only in foresta and perks. PA.

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Egged blames J erusalem 
for bus terminal delay 


Egged in Jerusalem says the new inter-urban bus terminal in Jaffa Road 
can be opened now and charges the Municipality with “unjustifiably” holding up 
its inauguration until September 15. In reaction, a Municipality spokesman says 
Egged has failed to abide by a specific undertaking to build an underground 
pedestrian tunnel linking the station with Binyenei Ha'ooma. 


The Municipality had thus been com- 
Pelied to do this job — although Egged 
had agreed to pay for It. The tunnel was 
now belag bulit, and the terminal could 
not he put into operation until it was 
finished. 

At a press conference yesterday, Mr. 
¥israel Gil, ot Egged, rejected pollce fears 
οἱ traffic bottlenecks in Jaffa Road in the 
absenee ot the pedestrian tunnel. He said 
the present volume of traffic In Jaffa Road, 
even before some of it wag siphoned off by 
the opening of a greatly widened Rehov 
Agrippas, did not justify such fears. 

ΔΒ to pedestrian safety, he said, people 
teday crossed Sderot Herzl to get to the 
present terminal, and that was a more 
dangerous crossing. 

The municipal spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Ῥυδὶ that Egged had simply 
ignored an undertaking in its building 
permit to construct the tuanel. The re- 
sponsible authorities, including the police 
and the municipal engincer, would not 
countenance the operation of the new 
Station without at least part of the tun- 
nel being finished. This part connected 
Rebov Agrippas with the square opposite 
(containing a memorial to the war dead!. 
A second stage, linking the square with 
the station itself, could be put off until 
later, it had been -agreed. 

The Agrippas tunnel is now under con- 
struction and the contractor had given a 
financial undertaking that it will be 
ready by September 15. a

Jerusalem Post Politlen! Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The National Religious Par- 
ty Central Committee yesterday adjourned 
without taking a vote on the deadline for 
internal elections, after the youth faction 
threw the session into an uproar. 

The long-expected crisis in the N.R.P, 
came to a head when the majority faction 
sought to postpone elections from August 
2 to late October. Election committee 
chairman, Arye Sheinman said that this, 
the fourth postponement in 14 months, 
resulted from the diversion caused by 
8 number of trade union elections. 

Youth factlon spokesmen feared that 
this meant thet no internal elections would 
be held at all before the general elections 
in the autumn of 1969. 

After the head of the youth faction, 
Mr. Zevulon Hammer, demanded a secret 
ballot on the polling deadline, the Chair- 
man of the Central Committee, Mr. Avra- 
ham Boyer, ruled him out of order. The 
younger men held that the earlier dead- 
line could be kept, but when thelr elders 
disagreed, and sought to vote, one of them 
grabbed the microphone, protesting to the 
arrangements. A general row ensued, and 
the presidium voted to adjourn. . 

Offictal ΝΡ. circles later claimed that 
many of the youth faction speakers were 
mot members of the Central Committee 
and spoke out of order. 


Radiation institute 
set up in North 


HAIFA. — A cobalt institute 15 now be- 
ing run in at the Rambam Hospital here, 
the first in a Government hospital in the 
North. It will serve a population of 
750,000, 

The equipment, most of it from the 
U.S., employs the latest in radiation tech- 
nology. It will be used for the examination, 
diagnosis and treatment af malignant 
growths and glandular ailments. 

The institute is headed by Dr. Ellezer 
Robinson, senior lecturer on the medical 
uses of nuclear science. The staff will in- 
clude a physicist, a chemist, three doctors 
and two nurses, four technicians and two 
laboratory workers, The Elron Company 
of Haifa has supplied an instrument for 
the examination of kidneys after radia- 
tion treatment.

Ford Foundation Prealdént McGeorge 
Bundy swept through the countryside, 
keeping to his gruelling schedule despite 
the extremely hot weather. Though de- 
clining to speak to the press, when asked 
whether he was suffering from the heat, 
he replied: “Why, it’s just like New York.” 

Pursuing what was conceded to be an 
informal fact-finding mission, the intimate 
and adviser of Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson met some of the top personalities 
in the country’s.government and political 
sphere. In all of his meetings, it is under- 
stood that he listened rather than ex- 
changed views on the Middle Hast situa- 
tion. 


On 8 number of occasions in the past 
few days, Mr. Bundy has overstepped the 
original schedule.
